’ Alexander [., the "enlightened opponent of 
Napoleon, and the Christian philanthropist in 
his own line, was a brave Soldier. At Austerlitz 
the Emperor exhibited the most courageous

and constantly remained with the infantry dur- 
ing the whole of the sanguinary conflict. ‘When 
the fortune of the day turned to'the tide of the 
French, the efforts of Alexander. were most 
conspicuous. Thrice, at the head of his Guards, 
he charged the enemy, and by his gallantry, 
not only secured the retreat of the remainder 
of the alliéd army, but actually saved the 
greater part. of the Russian artillery, which be 
rescued and carried off with him, after it had 
been captured by the victorious French, Dur- 
ing the advance of the Allies to the Rhine, he 
was in the thick of eight general actions, and, 


uninindful of personal danger, approached every |. 


column, animating the officers and men by his 
presence and example, and by a few energetic 
words touching the chords which produce the 
strongest effect on the minds of the Russian

At Dresden, Alexander was riding beside 
Moreau, when that renegade French general 
had both his legs carried off by a cannon ball, 
Had their positions been revarsed, it was the 
Tsar who would have suffered, Then, Alexan- 
der gave proof of his courage away from the 
excitement of the battlefield. At qreat risk he 
plunged into a river to save a humble subject 
from drowning, in token of which he was 
awarded the Royal Humane Society's medal 
when he came to London in 1814, Neverthee 
tess, he at fast fell a victim to nervous prostra- 
tion, accentuated by hereditary ailments and 
the cares and respopsibilities of office. Deaf. 
‘ness had grown upon him; erysipelas, causing 
symptoms of insanity, had attacked him; and 
the terrible flood which overwhelmed St. Peters- 
burg-in 1825 nearly broke his heart, and so 
aggravated the Crimean fever that he never 
rose from his bed of sickness, 

The writer quoted ‘absolves his successor,

“He was absolutely ignorant of fear, and could 
face a band of insargents with the calm self- 
possession of a shepherd surveying his bleating 
sheep.”

THE CHUSAN ARCHIPELAGO. 
eee a? Meee 

The Echo de Chine has apparently given 
up the attempt to wheedle sympathy for 
Russia out of the British public at Shanghai, 
and has taken to amusing them by way of 
achange. In a Jeading article last week 
the journal warned every gullible person 
at the Northern port that Great Britain 
proposes to scize the Chusan group in 
the next two or three days, and announced 
that functionaries of the English Govern. 
ment have already arrived at Shang: 
hai to arrange the matter. ‘This was attri- 
butéd to the fact that, on the fall of Port 
Arthur, Great Britain would have to evacuate 
Weihaiwei, andas a guéd pro guo would 
re-take the islands of the Chusan Archipelago 
and thus have a base for her fleet in China 
proper“at the mouth of the Empire's 
greatest. river. Unfortunately for the 
romance of history, this exclusive item of 
intelligence has not been borne out 
despite a telegram to a Manila contem- 
porary announcing that the report was con- 
firmed; but. we fear that until definite news 
from authoritative sources is forthcoming 
one must attribute the “scoop” to the 
imagination of a imaginative scribe. At the 
same time, the canard envolé recalls an 
interesting story associated with these islands 
which, in the early days, occupied a very 
favoured position during Great Britain's 
search for a Colony in the East. In 1837 
Honykorig was almost out of the running, 
and when, four years later, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries, immediately after the ‘capture of 
Tinghai, organised ‘a complete civil, 
judicial and fiscal administration for the 
whole Island of Chusa the cbahces of our 
present Colony seemed further removed than 
ever, In taking possession, Sir Henry Pottin- 
ger notified that, under no circumstances 
would Chusan be restored agdin to the 
Chinese Government, until the whole of the 
demands of England were not “only complied 
with but carried into full effect. Meanwhile 
the cession of Hongkong was announced, 
although several years later Chusan was again 
spoken of as being after all vastly preferable 
to this Island, whose majestic peak a 
certain chronicler compared with a decayed 
Stilton cheese and whose charming sur- 
roundings he likened to the back of a negro | 
streaked with leprosy. In 1846 Chusam was 
restored to the Ensperor of China. in con- 
formity:with treaty engagements, one: of the 
clauses;of'a convention’ stipulating that’ on 
the ‘evacuation of the Island China w ould 
riever cede.,it, to any “other foréign Power. 
In the case of the attack of an invader Great 
Britain has to protect Chusan and its depen- 
dencies, and to‘restore it to'the possession, of 
China.
